The Massachusetts Humane 


society, of boston, also thanked him and 
presented their elegant gold medah Ihe 
English ship Wiscasset. with a cargo of 
wheat, while outward bound from San 
Francisco, went ashore. In the face of a 
gale of wind and a heavy sea making a 
clean breach over the ship, Jeiome went 
to the rescue, and through his skill and 
indomitable courage, succeeded in landing- 
the entire crew, consisting of thirty per- 
sons. Other instances tould be related 
where he*is risked life ani limb in be 
half of his fellow man, but the above 
achievement* rank as the more notable 
incidents ot his 
remarkable career.
